Lawson on Witness Stand 
Continues to Make His 
Revelations. 


Washiugtoji, D, C., Jan. 16.— 
With 
administration 
officials, 
bankers 
and 
other 
well-kno\vii 
men waiting to testify on Thomas 
W. Lawson's testimony that he 
had heard they w^ere comiected 
with a stock market leak on Pres- 
ident Wilson's peace note, the 
house rules committer; today re- 
sumed its hearings with LaM'son 
on the stand. 


The seargeant at arms of the 
house reported to Chairman Hen- 
ry today that he had been unable 
to locate Mrs. Ruth 
Thomason 
Visconti, whose letter to Lawson 
mentioned high names in connec- 
tion with the alleged leak, and 
who is now sought as a witness in 
the leak investigation. 
Members 
of the committee said there were' 
"inklings 
that 
she hasi disap- 
peared."" 


Waiting to Testify. 


Secretary McAdoo, -who LaAvson said 
he was given to understand -svas the 
mysterious cabinet member involved in 
his statements; Peeretary Tumulty, Avho 
Lawson said one of his informants told 
liim. was connected Avith the alleged leak; 
Paul M. Warburg, of the federal reserve 
board, who Lawson said had knowledge 
of the leak machinery, and half a dozen 
other well-known men, were waiting to 
testify under subpoena or had come be- 
fore the committee voluntarily. 


Before Lawson had been on the stand 
an liour today' the scope of the investi- 
gation broadened to take in some na- 
tionally known names not hitherto men- 
tioned. 


New Names Brought In. 


On ]notion of Representative Harrison, 
democrat, the committee subpoenaed J. 
P. Morgan, J. S. Bachem, Henry J. Da- 
vison, Frank A. Vanderlip, Arthur Lip- 
E 
er and Sol C. Wexler, all prominent 
ankers. 
Mr. HaiTison did not disclose 
his reason for asking for the appearance 
of the witnesses. 


At the outset of today's hearing Law- 
son went over liis recital of how he said 
Chairman Henry himself told him a cab- 
inet member, a senator and a banker 
were in a stock gambling pool. 
Refer- 
ring to Henry's denial that he ever told 
Lawson any such thing, Lawson dramat- 
ically declared: 


"Unless your chairman said what I 
said he said, 1 am guilty of foul perjury 
and luifit to be anywhere outside the 
bars of a prison." 


Henry Didn't Mention McAdoo. 


When Law.«on was cross-examined to- 
day he declared 
the 
impression tliat 
Chairman Henry had mentioned Secre- 
tary McAdoo in connection with the al- 
leged leak was erroneous. 
That infor- 
mation he declared came from another 
source. 


Lawson testified that Mrs. Ruth Tho- 
mason Visconti. who A\Tote him a letter 
and later made a statement in the pres- 
ence of her attorney, declared William 
W. Price, the white house correspondent 
ivho she said acted as a go between for 
Secretary Tumulty and others, stated 
that Price "received $.5.000 cash and that 
Tumulty received a much larger sum." 


"I think that is substantially a cor- 
rect statement of her report to me," said 
Lawson.

Drive Against Advancing 
Germans is Made at a 
Frightful Cost.

Given in Summary 


The Russo-Rumanian defense of 
the' Sereth line in northern Rn- 
mania .has turned to the form of 
heavy attacks which are being de- 
liverfMl both along the Moldavian 
frontier and between Fokshani and 
the 
Danube. 
Berlin 
today 
an- 
nounces two such attack.s, each de- 
livered In strong^ force and each 
without permanent advantage. 
It 
is admitted that in Sacliitza valleys 
in the Moldavian mountains, the 
Rumanians penetrated the German 
position at one point, but tiiis suc- 
cess is declared to have been tem- 
porary, a counter attack expelling 
the entente forces. 


The most ambitious attempt to 
push back the Teutonic front was 
made along the main Sereth line 
betwwn the momitahis 
and 
the 
Danube in the vicinity of Fnndeni. 
Russian troops in mass formation 
were throwai into a strong attack 
yesterday afternoon and evening. 
Here, too, the Teutonic lines were 
reachetl, but could not be held by 
the attacking forccs. 


Elsewhere there has been little 
fighting, .so far as the current offi- 
cial statements wveal. 
Tliere are 
signs of iiossible impending activi- 
ties of an important nature, how- 
ever, along the front in Macedonia. 


In this connection a News agency 
reports the presence in Greece of 
/Gen. von Palkenhayn, former chief 
of the German general sliiff and 
later in command of 
Iniportiint 
forces in tlie Rumanian campiUgn. 
He is ^lid to have reached Larissa 
after having ti-aveled in a subma- 
rine from Kavala. 


A report sent from Saloniki by 
the correspondent of a Paris agency 
says the Greek government is in 
constant communication with Ber- 
lin by means of a wireless plant 
hastily constructed at Larissa. 


Berlin, Jan. 16.—Russian forccs un- 
dertook a violent attack in Rumania 
yesterday on both sides of Fundeni. 
Today's war office report says the ad- 
vancing Russian waves were cut down 
by tlie German fire, which inflicted 
great losses.

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 16.—^An ex- 
haustive review of the work of the 
Union of American Hebrew congre- 
gations during the last two years, was 
made by F. J. Walter Freiberg of Cin- 
cinnati, president of the organization 
at the 2oth biennial council of the

today.

Freiberg 
recommended the raising of $3,000,000, 
mainly for home mission work and 
for education. 
In this connection he 
dwelt upon the "remarkable growth" 
of the Hebrew Union college, the Rab- 
binical college at Cincinnati. 


One of the most important of the 
various reports submitted was 
that 
denouncing the objectionable 
litera- 
tui-e on public schools and urging the 
elimination of "The Merchant of Ve- 
nice," "Christological songs" and the 
reading of the Bible interpretatively. 
The contention of the national Jew- 
ish advisory board is that Bible read- 
ing in public schools is "an infringe- 
ment upon the rights of every citizen" 
in so far as it compels Jewish tax pay- 
ers to send their children to schools 
where the religipus interpretation is 
put upon the Bible.

War risk 
insu'-ance has been kept on a steady 
5 per cent basis 
for 
trans-Atlantic 
risks and around 10 per cent on Med- 
iterranean risks since the first of De- 
cember. 
Shadings from these rates 
have been affected by special cargoes 
and ships. 


EALLIED TROOPS 


FORSALONIKIFM 


Will Attempt to Cut Berlin- 
Constantinople Rail- 
road. 


London, Jan. 16.—The allied army 
on the Saloniki front will be

forced as a preliminary to an effort to

I'oad, according to a dispatch from a 
British correspondent with 
Gen. Sar- 
rail's force. 
The writer lays it down, 
as the most urgent task of the Sa- 
loniki army to cut tne railroad and 
shut off Germany from the supplies 
of foodstuffs and n»en which she is 
drawing from Asia Minor. 
He de- 
scribes Asiatic Turkey as a granary 
which. Germany is developing on sci- 
enclfic lines, while it is also the home 
of 2,000,000 magnificent fighters, who, 
he says, are being trained and drilled 
under German instructors. 


"Only by cutting tlte railroad," the 
correspondent writes, "can this pi-o- 
cess be stopped and this is the only 
justification of maintaining our ex- 
pensive but hitherto Inadequate foi-ce 
in Macedonia. 
It can only be hoped 
that the reinforcements that will ar- 
rive in 1917 will make it possible by 
next New year's 
day 
to have 
got 
astride of the vital trans-Balkan rail- 
way." 


The checking of German expansión 
in the near east is specified by the 
correspondent as an even greater end 
to be aimed at by the allied army. 
He 
declares that the 
Germans 
plan 
to 
establish themselves at Saloniki as a 
stepping stone to a near eastern em- 
pire and that the entente powers must 
fashion the Balkans so as to "build a 
Slav dam across the tideway of Ger- 
man ambitions."

the officials. 
The country has grad- 
ually realized that the w; r bureau in- 
tends to enroll civilan workers only 
by slow degrees, so as to disturb legi- 
timate business as little as possible. 
Women, 
though 
unaffected 
by 
the 
civil service law, have volunteered in 
droves and the bureau has even had 
^o exert a strict check on the youth- 
ful population, so large have been the 
number wanting to leave school in 
order to work in some way for the 
fatherland. 
Only a small percentage 
of volunteers has been definitely ac- 
cepted so far, but the aggregate is al- 
ready large enough to release several 
thousand soldiers weekly who have 
been 
engaged 
in 
interior 
garrison 
duty, bridge watching service and on 
posts. 
The soldiers have been sent 
into administi-ation districts close be- 
hind the front 
and 
in turn relieve 
many more thousands for actual serv- 
ice on the battle line. 


The majority of the volunteering is 
by 
letter 
and 
the 
bureau 
receives 
weekly thousands of applications from 
every rank of the population. 
A no- 
table proportion of the applications 
are from men in the upper classes of 
society, who ask for war work regard- 
less of the wages paid or at wages far 
less than their former incomes. 
In 
accepting volunteers the bureau pays 
the wages customary in the district 
where the volunteer finds his new em- 
ployment and in addition supports his 
family, if he has to leave it behind 
him.

Delivery Man^s Story. 
George Geerken, 836 Eliza 
street, 
who was thought at first to be the only 
witness to the tragedy, tells the only 
coherent story of Parrant's murder. 
Police learned on Tuesday 
morning 
that Samuel Ormsby, chauffeur. East 
Wayne street, was entering the store 
Just as Parrant was shot. 


Geerken and Parrant were sitting be- 
hind the big coal stove, at rear of the 
grocery, when the man, a stranger to 
j Geerken, 
entered. 
Geerken 
just 
I glanced around the stove and at the 
fellow. 
The man wore a long black 
overcoat. 
The gariiient was frayed at 
the bottom. 
He wore 
a 
sock 
hat, 
pulled down over his ears. 
The knit 
J headgear was gray, with a red border, 
j Geerken says. The man wore a stubby 
; beard. His right hand was In his over- 
coat pocket. 
• 
The man did not remove his hand 
i from the pocket as he said: 
"Gimme 
a can of beans." His accent was rough. 
The vernacular was that of the hobo 
camp. 


Parrant, who had moved from his 
seat by the stove as the man entered, 
was now behind 
the counter. 
He 
reached up to the shelf, directly behind 
the counter scales and brought down a 
small can of beans. 


Turns to Face Revolver. 
"That the biggest you got?" 
the 
rough voiced man asked. 


"No sir," said Parrant. 
He turned 
and brought down a fifteen cent can 
of beans. 


When Parrant turned the custom- 
er's right hand came from his overcoat 
pocket. 
With the hand came a large 
revolver. 
The gun was leveled at Par» 
rant's head. 


"Throw up your hands, I want your, 
cash," the man fairly screamed. 


"Don't" gasped Parrant as he raised 
his arms above his head. 


Points Gun at Geerken. 
Geerken heard the order for Par- 
rant to throw up his hands. 
Geerken 
says he did not realize at first that the 
stranger carried a revolver. 


Geerken leaped from 
behind 
the 
stove and made for the hold-up man, 
ten feet away. 


There was the 
sharp 
report. 
A 
flash of 
fire. 
Parrant fell, his arms 
still above his head, crashing to the 
floor behind the counter. 
As he went 
down he knocked a scale weight from 
the counter. 


The large man turned upon the ad- 
vancing Geerken. 
He 
pointed 
the 
smoking revolver at the delivery man. 
Geerken 
lurched 
backwards 
and 
i ducked behind a large cracker case, 
j From there he i-ushed through 
the 
swinging door into , the saloon, ^ h i c h 
is a part of the same building and just 
east of the grocery. 


Geerken does not know how the 
man made his exit from the store. 
It 
is supposed that the 
murderer 
ran 
I from the front door, however, as the 
back door wai found to be shut when 
nien poured from the saloon room into 
the grocer^^ 


Ormsby Saw Shooting'. 
Samuel Ormsby told the police on 
Tuesday that 
he was entering 
the 
store just as the man fired on Parrant. 
Ormsby says that the man was tall and 
wore a black overcoat and a light hat. 


Ormsby did not linger in the place, 
he admitted to the police. 
He rushed 
from the doorway and ran down the 
street. He does not know whether the 
murderer came from the front door 
as he made his get-away or not. 


J. LI. Cattez, owner of both the sa- 
loon and grocery, and who was in the 
saloon at the time of 
the 
shooting, 
telephoned for the police. 
Four of- 
ficers hurried to 
the 
place 
in 
the 
patrol. 


The police found the bieeding form 
of Parrant, stretched out on the floor, 
behind the counter. 
His head rested 
in a pool of blood. 
He was still alive. 
He was carried to the patrol and a fly- 
ing trip was made to the St. Joseph 
hospital. 
There Parrant died while in 
the care of two physicians. 


Why Did Man Shoot? 
The question which harasses the po- 
lice most of all, is "Why did the man 
shoot Parrant?" Parrant readily com- 
plied with the fellow's command 
of 
"hands up." 


The motive of the murderer 
must 
have been robbery, the police agree. 
Why the man fired his revolver is an- 
swered by a part of the detectives by 
the supposition that he must have been 
excited. 
Probably it was his first at- 
tempt at the hold up game, they think. 


He may have felt himself driven to 
desperation 
by 
the 
approach 
of 
Geerken on one side and Ormby's en- 
trance at the front door. 
In his nerv- 
ousness 
he may have 
involuntarily 
pulled the trigger. 
v 


May Have Been Demented. 
Another theory is that the man may 
have been demented. 
Maybe his mind 
had been affected by exposure he may 
have undergone in the past few days. 
He was probably very hungry. 


The weapon used was a large re- 
volver, probably a .48 caliber. 
The 
bullet tore its way clear through the 
head of Parrant and lodged against the 
rear wall of the skull. 
Powder marks 
on the face show that 
the 
weapon 
must have been held about two feet 
from I^arranfs head. 
The bullet en- 
tered just below the right 
eye 
and 
coursed straight back, through 
the 
brain. 
There was no possible chance 
of saving Parrant's 
life, 
physicians 
say. 


Seen hi Afternoon.

"The man appeared to be 
watching the store then," BIy aaid, 
"I did not see the fallow when I went 
out again." 


Geerken says that he saw the fellow, 
He is confident that it wa« the »ame 
person who shot Parrant that was in 
front of the

o'clooK. 
GaerHen la aure that he would Know 
Parrant'fl.flayar If th9 man ii brought 
before him. 


. "Little cold," the fellow aaid, which 
is the same words BIy says the man 
uttered who greeied him. 


Police think that the murderer may 
have thought that the store was de- 
serted when he entered the place at 
6:50. When Parrant met him he may 
have thought that Parrant was the

Amto Driven to New Haven. 


Two police ofilcers drove the small 
police auto to New Haven on a flying 
run at 7:30 o'clock, after they had 
heard that two men were seen along 
the New Haven foad after the mur- 
der. 


Martin Ankenbruck, who, with his 
daughter, had driven to New Haven 
yesterday, returned to this city last

said he believes that the man he saw 
might have answered the description 
of the murderer.

waters; fish and game and the protec- 
tion of animals. 
It carries an emer- 
gency appropriation 
of 
$50,000 to 
combat foot and mouth disease. 
This 
bill provides for the appointment by 
the governor of a commission of four. 
Rail- I Representative 
Symons, 
of 
Henry 
county, introduced the measure pro- 
viding for the publication of the state 
year book, which supersedes the pres- 
ent method of departmental reports, 
and appropriates $20,000 to cover the 
expense of printing and postage, 
, Representative Maston, of 
Frank- 
lin county, presented the administra- 
tion's bill for the repeal of the three 
mile gravel road law. 
This bill not 
only repeals the present law, but va- 
cates all petitions now pending under 
the present law under which 
con- 
tracts have been let. 


Public Park Measures. 
Five measures relating to 
public 
parks are now on the calendar of the 
Indiana 
^legislature. 
Representative 
Haslanger, of South Bend, said he ex- 
pected to introduce a measure today 
to amend the present law relating to 
i-ecreation grbunds and their supervi- 
sion In cities of the second class. 
The 
purpose of Mr. Haslanger's bill is to 
make the 
present 
status mandatory 
instead of optional in order that the 
system of public playgrounds may be 
continued and developed In spite of 
administration change, he asserts.' 


"South Bend," said Mr. Haslanger, 
"ranks foremost among the cities of 
the country in the recreation or play- 
ground movement. 
We have seven 
developed parks, including 300 acres, 
besides numerous smaller plots locat- 
ed in various parts of the city and all 
are equipped with playground devices 
and facilities for athletic sports. 
We 
are anxious to insure the continuance 
of the park polick we have inaugur- 
ated in South Bend and for that rea- 
son we are trying to extend the park 
law of cities of the first class to cities 
of the second class, also to eliminate 
as far as possible political control of 
parks and the supervision of play- 
i grounds. 


Drainage BUI Ready. 


Bepresentatlve Southard, of Mich- 
igan City, announced he planned to 
introduce a bill today changing the 
law relative to the drainage of s-ivamp 
lands. 


"The state 
owns 
20,000 acres of 
swamp lands along rivers and lakes In 
Elkhart, St. Joseph, Laporte, Porter, 
Starke, 
Lake, 
Pulaski 
and 
White 
counties," said Mr. Southard, in ex- 
plaining 
his 
bill. 
"Back of these 
swamp lands are hundreds of acres of 
privately owned land which it is im- 
possible to drain because of the high 
cost of extending the drains through ' 
the state's lands. 
My bill seeks t o ' 
compel the state to pay Its share of 
the drainage expense. 


Some New Bills Go In. 
Senator Metzger, of Cass county, 
presented the administration measure 
to abolish the bureau of statistics. The 
same bill provides that state, coj^nty, 
township and municipal officers'shall 
co-operate with the governor in com- 
piling a year book of reports and sta- 
tistics, which is Intended as an econ- 
omy in state printing bills, 
The free 
employment bureau, under the terms 
of tha proposed aot. would be placed 
under the admlniiticatlon of the ihdua-^ 
trlKl board.

Lawson is Emphatic. 


"Unless your chairman said what I 
say he said, I am guilty of foul per- 
jury," Lawson dramatically declared 
to the committee; "I am guilty of foul 
perjury and unfit to be anywhere out- 
side the bars of a prison." 


Paul 'M. Warburg today issued the 
following statement:

Perjury By Somebody. 


"I will say in view of all that has

veracity-—raised, it is perfectly abvi- 
ous that one or the other of us is com- 
mitting perjury, deliberate, rank per- 
jury. 
This is no syndicate or national 
bank meeting. 
This is a meeting of a 
high committee of congress. 
In my 
opinion there is nothing, of greater 
importance than for your committee 
to arrive at a fair and ht^nest decision 
and to do that you must hear what I 
have to say. 
Representatives 
Gar- 
rett. Foster and others objected to 
Lawson's argument and there was a 
stormy wrangle, during which Law- 
son shouted 
his insistence 
that he 
should 
be 
heard 
fully. 
Chairman 
Henry ruled that he would be given 
an opportunity to tell all he wanted. 


Resumes His Narrative. 


Ijawson resumed his narrative of 
his meeting with Henry, 
reiterating 
that the chairman toid him the "leak" 
was too serious for an investigation at 
this time, but that he favored a gen- 
eral inquiry later into the stock mar- 
ket. 
I^awson said" he indorsed that, 
and revealed to Henry that ho had 
much to do with the money trust in- 
quiry, though Henry, A member of the 
committee, was unaware of it.

tive. 
Democracy, or any other hu- 
man ideal, might have been attained 
without its use. 


Many women are always waiting to 
find new causes for discontent. Thou- 
sands are greedy of excuses to shirk 
responsibilities which are 
peculiarly 
feminine. 


They devour advice like this: "So- 
cialize all activities which supply the 
necessaries of 
life 
such as houses, 
food and 
clothing. 
Freedom 
from 
domestic cares will enable women to 
take part in the big social and eco- 
nomic movements hitherto delegated 
to men." 


But doe.s it do so? 
We have just completed the sociali- 
zation of clothing. 
And all it has 
done for women is to create a demand 
for more, cheaper and worse clothing, 
and to provide' her with a chance to 
parade around in it. 
The average 
woman neither mends or darns. 
Nev- 
er were women so wasteful as in this 
era of the ready-made, this "age of 
cloth of gold," which has freed her 
from making even the baby's layette. 


As she has stored the sewing ma- 
chine in the attic, she would hasten 
joyously to banish the cook stove to 
the cellar. 
Then by pushing a few 
buttons at the head pf the bed, the 
wife could order breakfasts for the 
family from a central kitchen a mile 
away, scientifically assorted accord- 
ing of age, sex, height; weight, gen- 
eral health, color of hair, occupation, 
etc.

. 


Add this system,' to factory-made 
clothing, and woman would be re- 
lieved from the necessity of knowing 
anything at all. 
It would permit her

to slump comfortably into permanent 
parasitism, and it would still further 
enslave man as "a good provider." 


Home-making, 
accordinpr 
to

finest modern conception, is a great 
art.

any sei-vice which is essential to the 
well being of the rate. 


And perhaps woman wouldn't be In 
such haste to upset the cook stove if 
she realized that it is a detail of the 
best economi'c movement, and a part 
of all social improvement. 
One of 
man's first steps away from savagery 
Wits the cooking of food. 
This step 
Vv-as taken thousands 
of 
years ago, 
but in all of the centuries since, wom- 
an has not leai-ned how to cook to the 
best advantage. 
It would seem wom- 
an's part in twentieth century wis- 
dom not tQ abandon the cook stove, 
hut to bring it up to date. 
But no 
wife v.-ill try to do thi.s if she is con- 
vinced that the cook stove keeps her 
nOO years behind her husband.

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Undertaking Too Much 


With bills proposing the enactment of new laws, a bit hesitant in 
the ópéning days of the session, now pouring into the state legislature 
iû a perfect deluge, there is grave danger that the present assembly 
\till fail to measure up to its opportunity because it will undertake 
too much. 
Unless the headsman's axe puts to a painless and early 
death something like ninety-five per cent, of the proposed new laws 
and clears the decks for deliberation on matters of real importance to 
the state, it w;ll cither be forced to take hasty and perhaps ill-consid- 
ered action on the work it does, or a vast number of matters of prime 
importance -svili be set over to at least a delay of two years before 
they can recer\'e attention. 


It will be agreed that proposals for constitutional revision in otie 
form or another, for tax reforms, for state-wide prohibition, for at 
least limited suffrage for women and foj the i'eadjustment of some of 
the state governmental machinery recommended by Governor Good- 
rich are the matters of state-wide importance about which chief inter- 
est centers. 
Bills for practically all of these have been introduced 
and aré on their way to either enactment or defeat. There is in that 
list ample material for sixty days of legislative \Vork, and it would be 
a happy omen were there no other matters to divide consideration. 
But now, as always, there is pouring into the hoppers of house and 
senate a stream of oÉher bills, asking this and proposing fhât, chang- 
ing, remodeling, enacting and striking out, tinkering here and patch- 
ing there. 
Occasionally, toó, some of these have merit, but for the 
most part they are designed to apply to some individual caséorto some 
I>artiçular sectioñ^of the state. 
They may be well enough in their 
way,, but they clutter up the field and impede progress toward the 
doing of things the people want done. Killing is the only cure for 
these measures and the only prospect for substantial progress with 
other and more important things. 


Many legislators, unfortunately, have thé impression that having 
been elected to make laws, they must sponsor á grist of ideas of their' 
ovrn or some pet scheme of a devoted constituent in order to "make 
good" on the job, and to demonstrate that "they are really working 
át the task. No theory was eVer more erroneous. 
The Allen county 
members have thus far shown commendable restraint in this regard. 
We trust they may continue along that line. It is a mistake to pre- 
sume the people want quantity rather than quality in laws. 
Without 
Ipsing more time than is absolutely necessary, the legislature should 
sweep aside the mass of inconsequential stuff and address itself seri- 
ously to the big things before it. It is wasting mighty valuable time 
in giving attention to the others. 


Ashes! 


Developments at the meeting of the republican national commit- 
tee in New York make it very clear that last year's agreement between 
the republicans and the progressives was in no sense a permanent 
treaty of peace. Rather it was, at best, but a protocol for a temporary 
cessation of hostilities that did not entirely cease, an amalgamation 
that did not amalgamate and a merger that failed to merge. 
Mr. 
Perkins has once more left the reservation following the discovery 
that the "old guard" has no thought of surrendering an iota of its 
control of things, and he declares the split between the republican 
and the progressive parties is as wide as ever.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—The 
internal revenue bureau is five years 
behind in its work of examining and 
verifying income and corporation tax 
réturïiS. • 


This statement is based upon thé 
bureau's own computations and is not 
intended as a reflection on the earn- 
esttiess .or energy of the bureau's of- 
fleiâls or employes. 
As a wholé they 
até doing all they can, under an ab- 
solutely 
wrong 
system, 
to 
keep 
abreast of thé Work impúséd upon 
them by the income tax law". 


The condition, however, furnishes 
a complete explanation of the in- 
crease in tax dodging among certain 
classes of tax páyéf». 


According to the report of the com- 
missioner of internal revenue, if the 
entire force of the revenue bureau 
were to be concentrated on examina- 
tion of corporation returns alone, it 
would require 2% years to complete 
the examination merely of the re- 
turns already filed by those corpora- 
tions that show the greatest amounts 
of gross income. 
Examinations of 
personal income tax returns would 
require 
art equal 
or 
even 
greater 
amount of time, making five years to 
Verify simply the returns ttoNKr in thé 
officie, which experience has shown 
absolutely demand an audit to pre- 
vent évàsións arid éfrors.

missioner, "is niade up of thosè cor- 
porations 
which 
show the 
largest 
amount of gross income. 
Were the 
field force sufficient to warrant it; it 
is confidently believed

the bottom of â deep, deep hole. 


There is ño question that the in- 
come tax field force of the revenue 
buréau, which now numbers only 274 
agents, should bé greatly increased.

of a Chinese official. 


"It is the misfortune of Asia. China 
most of all," he told me, "that your 
Christian nations have forced upon us 
the staggering cost of self-defense. 


"Hard knocks have taught us. China 
needs all she dan lay her hands on to 
build up the nation and enlighten the 
people. We want railways, even roads, 
by the thousand miles. 
My country- 
men want schools. 
But," he opened 
his hands sadly, "we do not hold our 
own fate. Unless we arm for the na- 
tion's defense, China cannot survive." 


The Chinese republic's 
1917 
ex- 
penditures bear out these words. 
Na- 
tional defense is taking close to a 
hundred million 
dollars, 
one-third 
more than the cost of all the other 
departments of government. 
Most of 
this sum goes into the army. For the 
Chinese ar& alive to the uselessness of 
attempting to compete with Japan's 
sea power, and those in the Peking 
government have come from the mil- 
itary—the president, 
vice president, 
and premier; 


The financing of the nation con- 
sumes the second largest amount, $32.- 
118,000. 
This comes from the heavy 
burdens 
hampering 
China—the in- 
demnities exacted in 1894 by Japan,

Education, which is so sorely need- 
eel in the republic, is allotted $7,566,-

for the agricultural department, yet 
ten times this sum is needed in doing 
for China what our government does 
for the united States.

Only Religious Awakening 
Will End Such Crimes, 
Says Divine. 


(By K. W. Payne.) 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 16.-^"Why 
ask for the moral of what is BO plain- 
ly evident to all the world?" 


Thus did Dr. Raissell H. Cònwell, 
America's foremost institutional pas- 
tor, known to tens of thousands of 
Americans for his dynamic teachings 
and preachings, answer when I asked 
him today to base a 1917 message to 
the young people of your city on the 
sensational murder 
of 
Grace Rob- 
erts, "the girl in the blue pajamas." 


"This case has not really disclosed 
anything about drink 
or the social 
evil which we did not already know!" 
declared Dr. Conwell. 


"Nor will it remain very long a 
feature of the news," he continued. 
"It is but one instance out of num- 
berless ones which we will continue 
to see, and not until religion and the 
church unite to form a greater driv- 
ing moral force than they now are, 
càn we expect that these conditions 
in society "vvill be eliminated." 


"Do you believe that the revelations 
In the Colbert murder indicate that a 
large element of 
our population is 
dancing too recklessly along the gay 
path that leads 
to scandal, conflict 
and death?" I asked. 


"We know also that that is only 
too true, and we need not go to this 
case for proof," was the answer. 


"That there 
has 
been a drift of 
young people away from the church 
is certain," Dr. Conwell went on. "But 
while the church lost, you must re- 
member that institutions like the T. 
M. C. A. gained 
amaìEingly 
among 
young men. 
And for a lóhjs: time It 
was the influence of these institutions 
and not of the church which did most 
to counterbalance the spread of thè 
social evil. 
Th® church reihained a 
piace merely foi* preaching. It forgot 
that its duty waa to cArry out evéry 
form of work that has to do with help- 
ing mankind to develop moral force« 
health and character. 


"I, myself found that I had to go 
OUTSIDE" my chul^ch to dò niy^ork 
in the world. 
The churches rebuffed 
the kind of woWc I knèw yòung men 
^wanted. Into the 
hospital and the 
tiniversity 
I 
wèiiL 
And fitiw the 


churches are eager to break into these 
same fields. 


"My theory \/a3 from the start that 
the church was not Just a place for 
preaching. It was a place for healing 
and teaching, as well. 
Remember 
that Christ went about Galilee healing 
the sick, teaching In the schools and 
preaching the gospel. 
That is the 
threefold mission of the church, and 
it cannot regain its hold on mankind 
until it realizes this. 


"For almost a quarter of a century, 
however, the church has been slowly 
learning this lesson. 
The young peo- 
ple who have been called away to 
institutions like the Y. M. C. A. have 
not left the church in principle. -As 
the churcheo develop in institutional 
work, these people will all return. The 
church Itself is boiind to come back, 
and assume its proper place as leader 
of the world. 


"As soon as the church does in fact 
completely extend its scope over this 
entire field of teaching, healing and 
preaching, as soon as it awa&ens to 
its full power over mankind in the 
threefold service which it should have 
rendered from the start, then it will 
become an irresistible moral force! It 
will b^ing a tremendous moral awak- 
ening-that will Sweep all before it, re- 
form everything! 


"I fully believe that we can now 
see the dawn of that religious awak- 
ening. when every individual will feel 
the great moral push, and will join 
in the work of driving out drink and 
the social evil, whose glaring effects 
you point out in this murder c&se. 


"And it is just for the lack of such 
a powerful 
force 
exerte^ by 
the 
church, united in its destined three- 
fold functions, that immoral condi- 
tions such as these revealed here to- 
day in this murder mj'stery exist!"

BILLBÏVESEYTO 


AIDNIGHWAYWIl 


Would Increase Power of 
County Board of Com«- 
missioners. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 16.—^Under 
the provisions of a bill introduced In 
the legislator today by Representative 
Vesey, of Fort Wayne, county com- 
missioners in counties of 175,000 or 
more, may condemn private property 
containing sand, gravel, stone or tim- 
ber for use in highway construction 
by the county, and the bill authorizes 
counties to construct and operate sand 
and gravel dredge, and stone crushing 
plants and to sell road material to 
other counties. 


Mr Vesey 
also ^introduced a bill 
amending the present publication law 
so as to legalize publication notices In 
either daily or weekly newspapers. 


Petitions were presented this morn- 
ing by Representative White, of Ran- 
dolph; Green, of Miami, and Curry, of 
Sullivan, for the enactment of a state- 
wide prohibition law. 


Representative Miller, of Lafayette, 
and Westrick, of Ripley, presented pe- 
titions for 
the 
amendment of the 
present law providing for admission 
of soldiers to the state home at La- 
fayette. 
A bill for this purpose Is now- 
pending in the house. 


A bill endorsed by the state board 
of health providing for the compul- 
sory examination of school 
children 
of the state outside cities of 100,000 
or more, was presented by Represen- 
tative McNagny, 
of 
Columbia City. 
The bill makes 
it 
mandatory 
upon 
township trustees and school trustees 
to 
make 
provisions 
for 
this 
pur- 
pose. 


Representative Read, of Tipton, in- 
troduced house bill 112, which is a 
codification of

medical commission and provides for 
appointment of a new commission by 
the governor. 
Chiropractors are ex- 
cluded from the provisions of the bill. 
Representative 
Williams,

from $5 a day to $10 and an increase 
of the mileage fees from ten to twenty 
cents a mile.

bill providing for the adoption of the 
metric system of weights and meas- 
ures.

Senator Matson said Ke requested 
the bill be sent to judiciary B because 
he is a member of that committee and 
the bill had been sent to the house 
committee on judiciary B when it ap- 
peared in the lower chamber, and be- 
cause he was not sure it would receive 
fair treatment in the committee 
on 
rights 
and 
franchises. 
Lieut.-Gov. 
Bush stated that he was in error when 
he permitted the prohibition bill to 
go to the committee on rights and 
franchises Instead of the 
committee 
on public morals, to which it rightly 
belonged. 
He added that in the fu- 
ture he would exercise his right to 
refer bills to the committees to which 
they properly belonged^ regardless of 
the requests of the senators who in- 
troduced the measures.

London, Jan. 16.—^A semi-official re- 
ply has been issued in Berlin in regard 
to the British authoritative view made 
public here on Saturday regarding the 
latest 
German 
and 
Austrian 
notes. 
This reply, as quoted in an Amsterdam 
dispatch 
to Reuters, 
says that 
the 
charges made in England 
regarding 
German responsibility, for starting the 
war, are not new but are repetitions of 
statements long ago contradicted. The 
reply then proceeds to ask a series of 
questions in respect to the diplomatic 
action of the powers prior to the out- 
break of the war. 
It is asserted among 
other things that Germany could not 
have done otherwise than order mobil- 
ization as Russia's suggestion of a ref- 
erence to The Hague tribunal came, it 
is said, on the very day that her mobil- 
ization against Austria-Hungary was 
begun. 
The reply calls attention to the 
concentration camps in South Africa, 
the debates in the Russian duma on the 
subject of the treatment of foreign na- 
tionalities in Russia, the treatment of 
Jews in Russia and Mohammedans in 
the Caucasus, the entente attitude to- 
ward Greece and the treatment of Ger- 
man prisoners of war in Russia. 


Another question asked in the re- 
ply is: 
"Is not the submarine 
war 
merely a reprisal against the British 
policy of starvation?"

New York. Jan. 16.—The latest list of 
records compiled by the Amateur Athletic 
union and illustrated by diagrams, gives 
an excellent idea of the progress made 
in track and field performances in this 
country during the past thirty years.

careful examination 
of the 
records

some seventeen events shows that with- 
out a single exception the early tlqiea 
or distances have been Improved from a 
fraction of a second to minutes in the 
runs and by many feet in the field con- 
tests. 


The first A. A. U. performances date 
back to the early eighties and a com- 
parison of the time or distance of the.«5e 
initial events with ^ the latest records in 
similar competitions discloses some wide 
differences.

attractive, salacious women—were the opera- 
tives. 
There appear to have been no limits to 
the flnejiclal outlay resorted to In order to trap 
certain of the scores of prominent persons in- 
volved in their swindling. 
The boldness and 
daring of the blackmailers Is well-nigh Incon- 
eeivable.

Pederal Agents Suspected. 


I 
T was some eighteen months 
ago 
when 
stories of wholesale grafting reached 
the 
federal authorities in several Eastern cities. 
It 
was believed at first ihat the blackmailers were 
workmg in collusion with one or more federal 
agents. 
In one insti-nce a man of prominence 
baeame so heated that he went into the office 
of the Department "of Justice in Philadelphia 
and reported that a relative had been "shaken 
Aovrn" for a large sum of money. 


This started an investigation which was not 
long in branching out and becoming nation 
vvride.

A trunk 
containing bogus federal 
warrant 
blanks, a police badge and numerous changes of 
clothing was one of the early tip-offs on the 
fiystem commonly employed. 


The prosperity of the times, when war or- 
ders placed In this country were at flood-tide is 
believed to have led to the organization of the 
syndicate. 
Practically all of the early victims 
Here business men trapped on the occasions ot 
\ lsits from their homes. South and West, to the 
cities of the East—and, of course, principally 
to New York. 
Thus the ramifications of war

the swindlers' operations. 


Well they knew, as they entered this rich 
field of harvest, what a business man's repu- 
tation means in his home city, particularly if !t 
chanced to be a small city.

Few Victims Complain. 


T 
HE blackmailers were versatile, 
however. 


They had a dozen different ways of getting 
their money. 
At times six or eight of the 
gang 
would 
co-operate In shaking down 
a 
luscious victim. 
The "shake-down" 
was ac- 
complished usually in such a fashion that even 
when the work of the band was brought to 
light it was next to impossible for the authori- 
ties to get complainants who would come for- 
ward and say that they had been robbed. Most 
of the information at first available to the in- 
vestigators came from the lips of mere lookers- 
on, who were at one time or another in a posi- 
tion to know what was going on. 


The activities of the extortionists, as they 
have been revealed, included, besides out-and-

out blackmail, fake lawsuits against victims 
who refused to submit to blackmail, fake raids 
on flats and hotel suites to which victims were 
Inveigled and even variations of the old wire- 
tapping and card swindling games. 


So successful were they that with each oper- 
ation they became inore emboldened until they 
had begun, when the government's net closed 
on the ring, to assign women blackmailers and 
theli men accomplices to travel on transconti- 
nental trains as luxuriously and as profitably 
as their kin. the card sharpers, do on trans- 
Atlantic liners.

Other Cities Involved. 


T 
HE inquiry shifted, or, rather, spread, from 
city to city.

Wlnpenny by posing 
as a Department of Justice agent and threai- 
enlng to prosecute one of Mrs. Wlnpenny's sons 
under the Mann act unless the money was paid. 
Mrs. Winpenny was the v/idow of J. Bolton 
Winpenny, a member of a 
very 
prominent 
Fihladelphia family, and the publicity turned 
on the case is blamed for her deatn only a tew 
weeks after the story reached the public. Her 
death deprived the government of an Important 
witness. 


It was the testimony of Mrs. Reglna Klipper, 
a pretty young Philadelphia widow ot some 
means, and cloak model, however, that 
first 
seriously threatened the safety of the gang 
as a whole. 
After one member of the syn- 
dicate had become acquainted with Mrs. Klip- 
per on a trip to New York, three men, who 
represented themselves to Mrs. Klipper as fed- 
eral agents, brought her to their New York 
"office" and forced her to pay $500 by threat- 
ening action under the "white slave" law. She 
had promised to pay $2500 additional as soon 
as she could dispose of real estate holdings. 


Mrs. Klipper confided her plight to a close 
friend, who at once suspicloned a conspiracy. 
On this Intimate's counsel the charming widow 
took her storj- to the federal authorities at t 
Philadelphia, and she soon identified Collins as 
one of those who had impersonated a Depart- 
ment of Ju-itlce agent. 
Collins speedily pleaded 
guilty and took a three years' sentence. 
Mrs. 
Klipper was to have been used by the govern- 
ment as chief witness against Crocker and Ir- 


win. 
TJie lattPi's tr>ro was about to oe caller 
when Mrs. Klipper 
was whisked away 
and 
keijt in Montreal for six weeks. 


Irv^in tried in this time to force the trial ot 
his case, but failed, and then, it is alleged, sli« 
was abandoned in Canada. She soon was imdeV 
the protection of the federal authoritl* UJitJ 
proved of great value in tho final running down 
of the leaders In tho ring. 


A strange feature of the gang's operations 
was in the fact that the reputations of the fed- 
eral agents, as a class, were at stake. 
For in 
almost every instance the victim of the extor- 
tionists was made to believe that he had been 
•irrested on a federal warrant and that his re- 
lease was only the result of paying over hush 
inoney. 
The victim of the gan.? was almost in- 
vi-ri. bly only too glad to get awaj- so cheaply» 
and attempts of government agents to persuad« 
him to testify resulted, exceedingly often. In 
vigrorous denials that he ever was blackmailed. 
This reluctance of men and women to give tes- 
timony that might hurt their reputations proved 
a well-nigh insurmountable obstacle to prosecu- 
tion.

would loiter around hotels' irequented by mar- 
ried men with money and little to do, or els« 
about those hotels favored by the well-to-da 
transient business man. 
The congenial black« 
mailer would scrape an acquaintance with a 
likely victim, and over a bottle would drop • 
word about the girl. 
An introduction would 
follow. 
Perhaps more than one girl would be 
mentioned, in which event the ybun« man would 
pilot a party of four, including himself, on, a 
trip to a hotel In another, near-by state. 


Subsequently, on the story of the girl com. 
panicn of the victim, a bogus federal affidavit, 
giving details of the trip, would be drawn up^ 
When confronted with this, the v^tim instant- 
ly capitulated and then the posstbUity of the 
case being dropped for a connderation would 
be brought up.

Neither were reporters 
permitted to see the apparatus which 
caused the strangulation. 


From members of the coroner's jury 
and the police It was learned that it 


consists of strips of canvas In double 
loops, hanging f r o m a 
large 
ring, 
which is placed 
over 
brass 
hooks. 
There are pads in t h e loops f o r the 
chin and the back of the head to rest 
on. 


It was Mrs. Young's habit to step on 
a small box, place her head In the 
loops, kick the box beneath her and 
hang there for a specified time. 
When 
tired she would pull herself u p and 
release her head. 


Mrs. Toung took a treatment Sun- 
day evening.

the leak investigation. Members 
of the committee said there wore 
"inklings that she has disap- 
peared. '' 


Waiting to Testify. 


Secretary McAdoo, who Lawson said 


ho was given, to understand, was tlio 
my«teriou». cabinet- member "involved in 
his,statements; Secretary Tumulty, who 
LawBou eaid one of his informants told 
him, was connected with the alleged leak; 
Paul M. Warburg, of the federal reserve 
board, who Lawwii said had knowledge 
of the leak machinery, and half a dozen 
other well-known men, were waiting to 
testify under subpoena or had come be- 
fore the committee voluntarily. 


Before Lawaon had been on the stand 


an hour today the scope of the investi- 
gation broadened to take in some na- 
tionally known names not hitherto men- 
tioned. 


New Names Brought In. 


On motion of Representative Harrison, 


democrat, the committee subpoenaed J. 
P. Morgan, J. S. Bachcm, Henry J. Da- 
vison, Frank A. Vandcrlip, Arthur Lip- 
pcr and Sol C. Wexler, all prominent 
bankers. Mr. Harrison did not disclose 
his reason for asking for the appearance 
of the witnesses.

There Parrunt died while in 
the care of two physicians. 


Why Did Man Shoot? 


The question which harasses tho po- 


lice most of all, is "Why did the man 
shoot Parrant?" Parrant readily com- 
plied with the fellow's command of 
"hands up." 


The motive of the murderer must 


have been robbery, the police agree. 
Why the man flred his revolver is an- 
swered by a part of the detectives by 
the supposition that he must have been 
excited. Probably it was his first at- 
tempt at the hold up game, they think. 


He may have felt himself driven to 


desperation 
by the 
approach 
of 


Geerken on one side and Ormby's en- 
trance at the front door. In his nerv- 
ousness 
he may have involuntarily 


pulled the trigger. 


May Have Been Demented. 


Another theory is that the man may 


have been demented. Maybe his mind 
had been affected by exposure he may 
have undergone in the past few days. 
He was probably very hungry. 


The weapon used was a large re- 


volver, probably a .48 caliber. 
The 


bullet tore its way clear through the 
head of Parrant and lodged against the 
rear wall of the skull. Powder marks 
on the face show that 
tljie weapon 


must have been Tield about two feet 
from 1'arrant's head. The bullet en- 
tered just below the right eye and 
coursed straight back, through the 
brain. There was no possible chance 
of saving Parrant's life, physicians 
say.

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Undertaking Too Much 


With bills proposing the enactment of new laws, a bit hesitant in 


the opening days of the session, now pouring into the state legislature 
in a perfect deluge, there is grave danger that the present assembly 
will fail to measure up to its opportunity because it will undertake 
too much. Unless the headsman's axe puts to a painless and early 
death something like ninety-five per cent, of the proposed new laws 
and clears the decks for deliberation on matters of real importance to 
the state, it will either be forced to take hasty and perhaps ill-consid- 
ered action on the work it does, or a vast number of matters of prime 
importance will be set over to at least a delay of two years before 
they can receive attention. 


It will be agreed that proposals for constitutional revision in one 


form or another, for tax reforms, for state-wide prohibition, for at 
least limited suffrage for women and for the readjustment Cvf some of 
the state governmental machinery recommended by Governor Good- 
rich are the matters of state-wide importance about which chief inter- 
est centers. Bills for practically all of these have been introduced 
nnd are on their way to either enactment or defeat. Thetc is in that 
list ample material for sixty days of legislative work, and it would be 
a happy omen were there no other matters to divide consideration. 
But now, as always, there is pouring into the hoppers of house and 
senate a stream of other bills, asking this and proposing that, chang- 
ing, remodeling, enacting and striking out, tinkering here and patch- 
ing there. Occasionally, too, some of these have merit, but for the 
most part they are designed to apply to some individual caseorto some 
particular section of the state. They may be well enough in their 
way, but they clutter up the field and impede progress toward the 
doing of things the people want done. Killing is the only cure for 
these measures and the only prospect* for substantial progress with 
other and more important things. 


. 
Many legislators, unfortunately, have the impression that having 


been elected to make laws, they must sponsor a grist of ideas of their' 
own or some pet scheme of a devoted constituent in order to "make 
good" on the job, and to demonstrate that they are really working 
at the task. No theory was ever more erroneous. The Allen county 
members have thus far shown commendable restraint in this regard. 
We trust they may continue along that line. It is a mistake to pre- 
sume the people want quantity rather than quality in laws. Without 
losing more time than is absolutely necessary, the legislature should 
sweep aside the mass of inconsequential stuff and address itself seri- 
ously to the big things before it. It is wasting mighty valuable time 
in giving attention to the others.

Internal Revenue Bureau 


Unable to Keep Up in 


Present JFonn. 


By BASIL M. MAXLY. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 16.—The 


internal revenue bureau is five years 
behind in its work of examining and 
verifying income and corporation tax 
returns. 


This statement is based upon the 


bureau's own computations and is not 
intended as a reflection on the earn- 
estness or energy of the bureau's of- 
ficials or employes. As a -whole they 
are doing all they can. under an ab- 
solutely 
wrong 
system, 
to 
keep 


abreast of the work imposed upon 
them by the Income tax law. 


The condition, however, furnishes 


a. complete explanation of the in- 
crease in tax dodging among certain 
classes of tax payers. 


According to the report of the com- 


missioner of internal revenue, if the 
entire force of the revenue bureau 
were to be concentrated on examina- 
tion of corporation returns alone, it 
would require 2% years to complete 
the examination merely of the re- 
turns already filed by those corpora- 
tions that show the greatest amounts 
of gross income. 
Examinations of 


personal income tax returns would 
require an equal or even greater 
amount of time, making five years to 
verify simply the returns now in the 
office, which experience has shown 
absolutely demand an audit to pre- 
vent evasions and errors. 


"This minimum." says the com- 


missioner, "Is made up of those cor- 
porations which 
show the largest 


amount of gross income. Were the 
field force sufficient to warrant it, it 
is confidently believed examinations 
of the books might be extended to 
many 
smaller 
corporations, 
with 


profit not only in the amount of addi- 
tional tax discovered, but in'«informa- 
tion communicated to the corpora- 
tions." 


When 1021 
rolls 
around, there- 


fore, the internal revenue buseau will 
just be completing examination of re- 
turns from the larger taxpayers filed 
prior to 1915. In the meantime, re- 
turns for the, intervening five years 
will have piled up at an ever-increas- 
ing rate.

like that of the frog In the old arith- 
metics, that fell back two feet even" 
time he climbed up one. and unless 
there is a complete change of the sys- 
tem, the bureau Is going to land in 
the same place the frog landed—at 
the bottom of a deep, deep hole.

come tax field force of the revenue 
bureau, which now numbers only 274 
agents, should be greatly Increased. 


But along with this Increase in the 


force of agents and Inspectors must 
go an absolute reversal of the present 
policy. The system of collecting the 
Income tax must be changed from the 
present basis of SECRECY to a, basis 
of PUBLICITY!

Chinese Troops Manning a Big Gtin—One Phase of the New Hep 
nbUc's Bid for Existence. 


[By G. CHARLES HODGES.] 


Assistant In History at Stanford Uni- 


versity- and. Expert In Oriental Af- 
fnlrs. 
San Francisco, Jan. 16.—China's 


appropriations for the coming year, 
her armaments eating up more than 
all the other costs or governmen' 
lumped, bring to mind the statement 
of a Chinese official. 


"It is the misfortune of Asia. China 


most of all," ho told me, "that yoiu- 
Christian nations have forced upon us 
the staggering cost of self-defense. 


"Hard knocks havo taught us. China 


needs all she can lay her hands on to 
build up the nation and enlighten the 
people. We want railways, even roads, 
by the thousand miles. 
My country- 


men want schools. But," he opened 
his hands sadly, "we do not hold our 
own fate. Unless we arm for the na- 
tion's defense, China cannot survive." 


The Chinese republic's 1917 ex- 


penditures bear out these words. Na- 
tional defense is taking close to a 
hundred million 
dollars, 
one-third 


more than the cost of all the other 
departments of government. Most of 
this sum goes into the army. For the 
Chinese are alive to the uselessness of 
attempting to compete with Japan's 
sea power, and those in the Peking 
government have come from the mil- 
itary—the president, 
vice president, 


and premier. 


The financing of the nation con- 


sumes the second largest amount, $32,- 
118,000. This comes from the heavy 
burdens 
hampering 
China—the in- 


demnities exacted in 1894 by Japan,

Only Religious Awakening 


Will End Such Crimes, 


Says Divine. 


(By K. W. Payne.) 


Philadelphia. Pa., Jan. 16.—"Why 


ask for the moral of what is so plain- 
ly evident to all the world?" 


Thus dirt Dr. Russell H. Conwell, 


America's foremost institutional pas- 
tor, known to' tens of thousands of 
Americans for his dynamic teachings 
and preachings, answer when I asked 
him today to base a. 1917 message to 
the young people of your city on the 
sensational murder 
of 
Grace Rob- 


erts, "the girl In the blue pajamas." 


"This case has not really disclosed 


anything about drink 
or the social 


evil which we did not already know!" 
declared Dr. Conwell. 


"Nor will it remain very Ions a 


feature of the news," he continued. 
"It is but one Instance out of num- 
berless ones which we will continue 
to see, and not until religion and the 
church unite to form a greater driv- 
ing moral force than they now are, 
can we expect that these conditions 
In society will be eliminated." 


"Do you believe that the revelations 


in the Colbert murder indicate that a 
large element of 
our population is 


dancing too recklessly alone the gay 
path that leads 
to scandal, conflict 


and death?" I asked. 


"We know also 'that that Is only 


too true, and we need not go to this 
case for proof," was the answer. 


"That there 
has 
been a drift of 


young people away from the church 
is certain," Dr. Conwell went on. "But 
while the church lost, you must re- 
member that institutions like the Y. 
M. C. A. gained 
amazingly 
among 


young men. 
And for a long time it 


was tho influence of these institutions 
and not of tho church which did most 
to counterbalance the spread of the 
social evil. The church remained a 
place merely for preaching. It forgot 
that its duty was to carry out every 
form of work that has to do with help- 
ing mankind to develop moral force, 
he;ilt.li and character. 


"I myself found that I had to KO 


OUTSIDE my rhurch to do my work 
in the world. 
Tho churches rebuffed 


the kind of work T knew young men 
wanted. 
Tnto the 
hospital nnrt tho 


university 
I 
went. 
And now the 


churches are eager to break into these 
mime llelds. 


"My theory vraa from'the start that 


the church was not Just a place for 
preaching. It was a place for healing 
and teaching, as well. 
Remember 


that Christ went about Galilee heating 
the sick, teaching In the schools and 
preaching the gospel. 
That is the 


; threefold mission of the church, and 
it cannot regain its hold on mankind 
until it realizes this. 


"For almost a quarter of .1 century, 


however, the church has been slowly 
learning this lesson. 
The young peo- 


ple who have been called away to 
institutions like the Y. M. C. A. have 
not left the church in principle. As 
the churches develop in institutional 
work, these people will all return. The 
church itself is bound to come back, 
and assume its proper" place as leader 
of the world. 


"As soon as the church does in fact 


completely extend its scope over this 
entire field of teaching, healing and 
preaching, as soon as it awakens to 
its full power over mankind in the 
threefold service which it should have 
rendered from the start, then it will 
become an irresistible moral force! It 
will bring a tremendous moral awak- 
ening that will sweep all before it, re- 
form everything! 


"I fully believe that we can now 


see the dawn of that religious awak- 
ening, when every Individual will feel 
the great moral push, and will Join 
in the work of driving out drink and 
the social evil, whose glaring effects 
you point out in this murder case. 


"And 
it Is just for the lack of such 


a powerful force 
exerted 
by 
the 


church, united in its destined three- 
fold functions, that immoral condi- 
tions such as thtso revealed here to- 
clay in this murder mystery exist!"

•which has been scalded with 2 slices 
of onion. Eub 2 tablespoonfuls but- 
ter into an equal amount of flour and 
thicken the soup. Season with salt 
and pepper and serve with strips of 
toast or fried bread. 


BscaJloped Tomatoes. 


Cover the bottom of a buttered bak- 


ing- dish with a thick layer of crackers 
or bread crumbs, season with salt. 
pepper and butter and add a layer of 
canned tomatoes; put in alternate lay- 
ers of crumbs and tomatoes, using but- 
tered crumbs on top. Bake In a hot 
oven until the crumbs are well brown- 
ed.

Beat 4 eggs, adding % 
teaspoonful of salt, 1 teaspoonful of 
sugar, and 1 % cupfuls milk.

of water, and bake in a slow oven 
about forty-five minutes.

city. On a basis of a population of 
25,000 the cost of building this prison 
camp city figures out at about $50 for 
each Inhabitant. 


Tho question of food as related to 


health has been a. prime consideration 
with the British officials from the 
start. "Our Dietary," explained the 
commandant, "has been constantly 
observed and studied scientifically by 
a staff of medical mey, who from time 
to time make such changes as experi- 
ence dictates. The cooking is all 
dono by tho men themselves, and the 
excellent results "they achieve are not 
to be wondered at when it is remem- 
bered that they have among them 
some of the finest chefs of the big 
English hotels and restaurants. At 
one time their table was so much 
superior to that of the English offi- 
cers' mess that the officers discharged 
their English cook and requisitioned 
one of the prisoners, who has been in 
charge of their kitchen ever since." 


The health of the prisoners bears 


testimony to the adequacy of the food 
provided. In this improvised town of 
25,000 inhabitants there have been 
only 70 deaths in two years—a yearly 
death rate of less than 1.5 per thou- 
sand. 
This compares with a death 


rate in all England of 13.3, or In the 
United States of about 14.1.

Fletcher Going to Mexico 


and Action Puts Case 


Up to President. 


New York, Jan. 1C.—The Mexioan- 


Amcrican Joint commission, which 
failed to effect an adjustment of the 
questions at issue between Mexico and 
the United States after a scries of con- 
ferences that began four months ago, 
was formally dissolved late yesterday. 


Secretary of the Interior Lane and 


the other members of the American 
commission, Dr. J. R. Mott and Judge 
George Gray, told the Mexicans that 
they had recommended to President 
Wilson the dispatch to Mexico of Am- 
bassador Fletcher and tho withdrawal 
of the American troops from Chihua- 
hua. 


The Americans impressed upon the 


Mexicans that with the dissolution of 
the commission the Mexican problem 
reverted to President Wilson. They 
were careful not to leave in the minds 
of the Mexicans the conviction that 
President Wilson would accept the 
recommendation that an accredited 
diplomat be sent to Mexico and that 
General Pershing's force be with- 
drawn, but the intimation that he 
would do so was conveyed. 


It was pointed out to the Mexican 


envoys at the final session that the 
maintenance of an ambassador in 
Mexico would remove cause for the 
existence of a commission. No direct 
reference was made ns to what tho 
attitude of the United States would 
bo In the event the American troops 
are withdrawn and new raids across 
the border by Mexicans are made. 


Says Old Cbargcs In British View Have 


Been Disproved. 


London, Jan. 16.-—A semi-official re- 


ply has been issued In Berlin in regard 
to the British authoritative view made 
public here on Saturday regarding the 
latest German and Austrian notes. 
This reply, as quoted in an Amsterdam 
dispatch to Reuters, says that the 
charges made in England regarding 
German responsibility, for starting the 
war, are not new but are repetitions of 
statements long ago contradicted. The 
reply then proceeds to ask a series of 
questions in respect to the diplomatic 
action of the powers prior to the out- 
break of the war. It is asserted among 
other things that Germany could not 
have done otherwise than order mobll- 
liKitlon as Russia's suggestion of a ref- 
erence to Tho Hague tribunal came. It 
Is said, on tho very day that her mobil- 
ization against Austria-Hungary was 
begun. The reply calls attention to the 
concentration camps in South Africa, 
tho debates In tho Russian duma on the 
subject of the treatment of foreign na- 
tionalities in Russia, the treatment of 
Jews In Russia and Mohammedans in 
the Caucasus, the entente attitude to- 
ward Greece and the treatment of Ger- 
man prisoners of war in Russia. 


Another question asked in the re- 


ply is: "Is not tho submarine war 
merely a reprisal against tho British 
policy of starvation ?"

Thirty Years Have Made 


Difference in Time and 


Distance. 


New York, Jan. 16.—The latest list of 


records compiled by the Amateur Athletic 
union and illustrated by diagram*?, fives 
an excellent idea of the progress mala 
in track and field performances in this 
country during the past thirty years. A 
careful examination of the records in 
some seventeen events shows that with- 
out a single exception the early times 
or distances have been improved from a. 
fraction of a second to minutes in the 
runs and by many feet in the field con- 
tests. 


The first A. A. U. performances date 


back to the early eighties and s com- 
parison of tho time or distance of these 
initial events with the latest records in 
similar competitions discloses some wide 
differences. 
In 1888 F. Westing ran the 


"hundred" in 10 seconds Hat. tofiay Dan 
Kelly nnd Howard Drew hold the mark 
at 9 3-5. a. 2-5 second improvement, with 
seven other athletes named in tho Inter- 
mediate lowering of the time. Wendell 
Baker set the time for the "220" at "2 
seconds In 1886. Now Drew and G. Par- 
ker hold tho record of 21 1-6. a'galn of 
4-5 of a second, in which Luther Cary, 
Bernle Wefers, Don Llppincot and oth«r» 
had a .hand. 


The quarter mile has not been so pro- 


lific in record holders. 
Baker set tho 


initial time" at 47 3-6 seconds In 1886 and 
In 1900 Maxcy Long cut It down to 47 
fiat In a straightaway race ngainst time.

In 
vigorous denials that he ever was blackmailed. 
This reluctance o£ men and women to give tes- 
timony that might hurt their reputations proved 
a well-nigh Insurmountable obstacle to prosccu- . 
tion.

When confronted with this, tho victim instant- 
ly capitulated and then the possibility of tin 
case being dropped for a consideration would 
be brought up.

MASONIC LODGE MEET 


ENDS AFTER 51 YEARS 


Session Broken by News of 


Attack on Lincoln Now 


Formally Closed. 


Raleigh, N. C.. Jan. 16.—In exam- 


ining the records o£ Hiram Masonic 
lodge No. 40 of this city, it -was re- 
cently found that the regular meeting 
of the lodge that was begun on the 
night of April 17, 1865—the night 
news was received here that Lincoln 
was shot—had never been officially 
concluded, and last night this formal- 
ity was carried out with historic cere- 
monies. 


John Nichols, 83 years old, former 


representative in congress, who as 
master opened the memorable session 
of the lodge more than half a century 
ago, acted as master again last night. 
Masons were present 
from 
many 


southern states, since the ceremony 
was preliminary to the opening here 
of the 113th annual meeting of the 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina. 


On. the night of April 17, 1865, the 


city of Raleigh was occupied by Kil- 
patrick's division of Sherman's army. 
When the union soldiers on the out- 
skirts of the city learned of the assassi- 
nation Of Lincoln, retaliatory measures 
were suggested and the officers had 
difficulty in holding the men In check. 
While the civil population of Raleigh 
was unaware of the assassination and 
of the excitement among the troops, 
Hiram lodge opened its regular meet- 
ing as usual, but in the midst of it 
Captain W. C. Whltten, of the 9th 
Main regiment, detailed as provost of- 
ficer, informed Master Nichols of the 
assassination and requested that the 
meeting be dismissed in order that 
no gathering should add to the confu- 
sion when the news became generally 
known. 
The members dispersed Im- 


mediately without the formality of 
closing the lodge.

Proves Fatal to Mrs.

Chicago, Jan. 16.—Mrs. Charles B.

There are pads in the loops for the 
chin and the back of the head to rest 
on. 


It was Mrs. Toung's habit to step on 


a small box, place her head in the 
loops, kick the box beneath her and 


riK there for a specified time. When 


tired she would pull herself up and 
release her head. 


Mrs. Young took a treatment Sun- 


day evening. It was the first time, it 
is said, that she tried it alone. It re- 
sulted fatally. Some of the jurors ex- 
pressed the opinion that she fainted 
and was unable to extricate herself.
